CONNECTING AC POWER 

Plug the clock radio’s power cord into a 
standard AC outiet. The dispiay iights. 

Caution: The ciock radio’s AC power cord is 
equipped with a poiarized piug to prevent 
eiectric sheck. One biade en the cord’s piug 
is wider than the other and the piug enly fits 
an outiet one way. If you can not easiiy insert 
the piug, turn it over and try again. Do not 
force it.

INSTALLING A BACK-UP 
BATTERY 

If AC power fails, the clock radio’s Battery 
Sentinel back-up power system continues to 
operate the clock for up to 8 hours with the 
display turned off to conserve power. This 
lets the alarm sound for at least 10 minutes 
at the preset time, even if AC power fails. 

Your clock radio requires a 9-volt battery (not 
supplied) for back-up power. For the best 
performance and longest life, we recom- 
mend a RadioShack alkaline battery. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the re- 
quired size and recommended type. 

1. Press the battery compartment cover’s 
tab, then lift off the cover. 

2. Snap the battery onto the connector and 
place it in the compartment. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the BATTERY SENTINEL icon c* ap- 
pears, replace the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not bury or burn them. 

Caution: Always remove an old or weak bat- 
tery. Battery can leak chemicals that can de- 
stroy electronic parts.

peatedly for an hour 
after the alarm time. 
To silence the alarm 
until the set alarm 
time the next day, 
press ALARM ON/ 
OFF. 

DAILY-WEEKDAY 
— lets you set a dally 
alarm for every day or 
weekdays only. See 
“Using the Alarms.” 


SETTING THE TIME 

1. Press TIME. The current time and day of 
the week flash. 

2. Repeatedly press DiSPLAY/UP or TIMER/ 
DOWN to change the time by 1 -minute 
increments. Or, hold down DISPLAY/UP or 
TIMER/DOWN to change the time by 10- 
mlnute Increments. PfR appears to Indi- 
cate a PM time. 

3. Repeatedly press SNOOZE/DAILY-WEEK- 
DAY to select the day of week. 

4. Press TIME to confirm the settings. 

Note: If you do not press a button for 15 
seconds, the clock stores the settings 
and the normal time display returns. 

USING THE ALARMS 

1. Repeatedly press ALARM ON/OFF until 
RL1 or RL2 appears, while the current 
alarm time and the day of the week flash. 

2. Repeatedly press SNOOZE/DAILY-WEEK- 
DAY to have the alarm work either daily 
(Monday to Sunday) or from Monday to 
Friday. Either Su fTIo Tu Wfe Th Fr Sa or fTIo 


Tu \Ue Th Ff appears to confirm your selec- 
tion. 

3. Press or hold down DISPLAY/UP or 
TIMER/DOWN to change the alarm time 
setting. 

4. Repeatedly press SLEEP until the bell 
Icon for a beeping alarm or S) or 
musical note Icon for a radio alarm (Jl or 
J^) appears. 

5. To Store the alarm setting, press ALARM 
ON/OFF or wait 15 seconds until the nor- 
mal time display appears. At the preset 
time, the alarm beeps or the radio turns 
on. 

USING THE INTERVAL TIMER 

1 . Press TIMER/DOWN. The preset timer and 
timer icon $ appear. 

2. Press or hold down DISPLAY/UP or 
TIMER/DOWN to change the timer dura- 
tion. If you do not press any button for 2 
seconds, the timer stores the setting and 
starts counting. 
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3. Press DISPLAY/UP to show the current 
time for 15 seconds, then return to the 
timer display. 

4. Press TIMER/DOWN to cancel the timer. 
The timer icon disappears. 

5. At the set time, the clock radio rings and 
the timer icon flashes. To turn off the ring, 
press TIMER/DOWN. The timer icon disap- 
pears. 

Note: You cannot use the interval timer and 
the sleep function at the same time. 

USING SLEEP 

1 . Press SLEEP. The preset sleep time and 
the sleep icon appear, and the radio turns 
on. 

2. To set the sleep timer for less than 1 hour, 
press or hold down TIMER/DOWN. To set 
the sleep timer for up to 1 hour and 59 
minutes, press or hold down DISPLAY/UP. 

Note: 

* If you do not press DISPLAY/UP or 
TIMER/DOWN within 2 seconds, the 
sleep timer is set to 1 hour. 

• If the clock reaches a preset alarm 
time while the sleep timer is counting 
down, the sleep timer is canceled. 

3. Press SLEEP to show the remaining sleep 
time and change the sleep timer. 

4. To cancel the sleep timer, press SNOOZE/ 
DAILY-WEEKDAY. 

RESETTING THE CLOCK 

If your clock locks up or does not work proper- 
ly, disconnect the AC power cord and remove 
the back-up battery. Then reconnect the clock 
radio to AC power and reinstall the battery. If 
you still have problems, take the clock radio to 
your local RadioShack store for assistance. 


USING THE RADIO 

1 . Press RADIO ON/OFF to turn on the radio. 



2. Slide AM/FM to select the desired band. 

3. Fully extend the AC power cord, which 
serves as the FM antenna. 

Note: The AM antenna is built-in. to 
improve the AM reception, rotate the 
clock radio. 



4. Rotate TUNING to select the desired sta- 
tion. 

5. Rotate VOLUME to the desired listening 
level. 

6. When you finish, press RADIO ON/OFF to 
turn off the radio. 
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THE FCC WANTS YOU TO 
KNOW 

Your clock radio might cause TV or radio in- 
terference even when it is operating properly. 
Te determine whether yeur deck radic Is 
causing the Interference, turn off your clock 
radio. If the interference goes away, your 
clock radio is causing it. Try to eliminate the 
interference by: 

• moving your clock radio away from the 
receiver 

• connecting your clock radio to an outlet 
that Is on a different electrical circuit from 
the receiver 

• centacting your local RadloShack store 
for help 

If you cannot eliminate the Interference, the 
FCC requires that you stop using your clock 
radio. 

This device compiles with Part 15 of the FCC 
Rules. Operation is subject to the following 
two conditions: (1) this device may not cause 
harmful Interference, and (2) this device must 
accept any interference received, including in- 
terference that may cause undesired opera- 
tien. 


CARE 

Keep the clock radio dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store the clock radio 
only In normal temperature environments. 
Handle the clock radio carefully; do not drop It. 
Keep the clock radio away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock radio's 
internal components can cause a malfunction 
and might Invalidate Its warranty and void 
your FCC authorization to operate it. If your 
clock radio Is not performing as it should, take 
It to your local RadloShack store fer assis- 
tance.
